A RESOLUTION OF THE COMMON COUNCIL OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA, SUPPORTING THE UNITED WAY’S 
“DAY OF CARING,” AUGUST 28, 1996, WHICH WILL 
ALLOW CITY EMPLOYEES TO SPEND ONE DAY

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne continues to have unmet needs in the areas 
of social and human services; and 
WHEREAS, those needs are often best addressed by committed volunteers; and 
WHEREAS, the United Way’s second annual “Day of Caring” is one means to 
address these needs while incurring little or no costs other than allowing employees 
across the city a day away from their normal work sites with pay; and 
WHEREAS, city employees serve the public on a daily basis but are still 
somehow seen as “separate” by those citizens they serve; and 
WHEREAS, City employees and others who participate in the “Day of Caring” 


will benefit from seeing human faces on the “needs” of this community, and the City will 


benefit from the hours these individuals work on community projects. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE 


CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 


Section 1. That the Fort Wayne Common Council supports the United Way’s 


“Day of Caring” August 28, 1996. 
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Section 2. The Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne supports City 
employees in their participation in. the “Day of Caring” with pay, with the approval of 
each employee’s Department and Division Head. 

Section 3. That this resolution shall be in full force and effect from and after 


its passage and any and all necessary approval by the Mayor.

We're trying this one more time--hopefully our persistence will pay off! The attached 
resolution is the “Day of Caring” resolution you have already had before you. We are 
putting it up for introduction again because it died after a new vote could not be taken. 


For the past two years, the Fort Wayne Common Council has voted to allow City 
employees to volunteer for the United Way’s “Day of Caring” while still receiving their 
normal pay. This resolution would continue that option to participate for City staff. The 
“Day of Caring” involves hundreds of volunteers from businesses across the city. The 
volunteers work on projects, such as painting houses or landscaping. 


Any employee who volunteers for the “Day of Caring” must have approval from their 
supervisor or department head, so no City office is understaffed. The employees also 
must sign in at the project site in order to verify their participation. 


There is potential for several hundred City employees to participate, but experience 
shows that only several dozen will actually volunteer. In 1994, 65 volunteered and in 
1995, 45 participated. 


Last year, City volunteers painted a home and felt the satisfaction of directly helping the 
citizens they serve on a day-to-day basis. City staff regularly provide public services 
during their workday. For some employees, that means cleaning sewers, filling 
potholes, processing paperwork or long-range planning. However, the “Day of Caring” 
gives employees the opportunity to provide a unique, hands-on, public service one day 
of the year, and is consistent with our primary mission of making Fort Wayne a great 
city. Businesses participating in the “Day of Caring” allow employees to receive their 
regular pay and we believe the same is appropriate for City employees providing a little 
different public service during the “Day of Caring.”
